The senate (a Hed up In o deadlock,
The Kuykendall forces number 16 and
the Carter forces 10, The Carter men
réfused to go Into caucun, and there
not being a majority no caucus could
be held, There are 25 republicans and
§ Jdemocrats In the nenate, and the
democrats are with the Carter men.
The senate was called to order at 2
o'tlock and nominations mude for pres-
dent. Kuykendall recelved 16 votes
Carter 10 and the democrats nominee §,
No one having recelyed a majority of
the votem, the senate adjournsd with-
out organizging, The Carter men say
they will not recede and propose to
prevenmt the election of Kuykendall If
it takes all winter. The army of can-
Jdidates for subordinate positions and
clerkshipa do not relish the idea of a
deadlock. An effort waa made tonight
to secure a cauous but falled. Tt looks
now as though the deadlock would
continus the remainder of the week,
1t is imponsible for the legislature to
do any bosiness untll the senate s
organized. The governor's message
will not be delivered untll both houses
have completed organisation.

EFFLER WANTED POPE PIUS

Broke Into Mouse Near Warrenton in
Bearch of Prissts—Had to Be
Strapped Down to a Hand-
Car—Has Family.

Warrenton, Jan, 9.—(Speclal.)—Geo,

Effler, a middle-aged man, was arrest-
ed yesterday afternoon by Sheriff Lin-
ville and taken to Astoria on complaint
of u number of Warrenton citigens who
were completely terrorized by the pris-
oner, who was extremely violent and
broke Into a number of houses.
There was quite a struggle with Ef-
fler when he was captured, but no one
was Injured, as he was unarmed: Ef-
fler seemed to be craxy on the subject
of the priesthood, and, after breaking
In doors, he would demand that the
Inmates of the houses show him where
they had concenled priests and the
pope of Rome, whom Effler declared tc
be the “richest man In the world'

The Inmates of the houses entered
were in each case unable to cope with
their dangerous visitor, and he was al-
lowed much his own way, but he Jdid
not seem appeased by this and only
Erew more violent.

It was necessary to strap Effler to a
hand-car and bring him to this clty
that way, and after he arrived and
while on the way to jail he yelled and
fought every step until he was behind
the bars.

Effier has a family residing three
miles below Warrenton, and has lived
in this county for many years. Ha did
not exhibit Jangerous tendencies be-
fore, and his friends are at a loss to
explain his suddenly contracted plight.

Washington, D. ¢, Jan 9.—After
passage of the omnlbus clalms bill and
a few minor measures, and fixing Jan-
uary 28 for the delivery of addresses In
memory of the late Senator Hoar, the
sennte devoted fts time to the state-
hood blil, Morgan spoking two hours
against the bill, .

NEWS BY KITES.

Russians Annoy Japs With Artillery
Fire.

Huanchan (Via Mukden), Jan, 9.—
News of the fall of Port Arthur was re-
celved here at first unofficlally from
the Japanese who let loose numerous
paper kites bearing letters and trium-
phal inscriptions. These kites were
plcked up by Russian soldlers long
before the telegraph pgave them the
news.

The army recelved the announcement
doggedly, regret belng expressed that
the troopa were unable to relieve the
garrison but conflience is felt that ulti-
mately the Russians will be able to
push back the Japanese and reach the
fortress from the north.

The Russian artlllery Is steadlly
pounding the section of the Japanese
line west of Sinchinpu and about the
villages of Bantoshan and Sintingun.
The Japanese are using balloons and
searchlights In efforts to locate the
Russian batteries, which have been
causing them greal annoyance.
